1. Claims 4 and 5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the statement 
of common ownership disqualifies Imanari et al. (US 701 1 770) as prior art, and 
therefore the rejection based on Imanari is withdrawn. There is no teaching or 
suggestion in the applicable prior art of a phosphor represented by the formula Cai. b - 
cSrbEucMgSi 2 06 where 0.1 <b<0A and 0<c<0.1 . The closest applicable prior art exhibits 
£><0.1 (US 6802990 to Toda et al.), and provides no suggestion to modify the b value to 
meet the requirements of the instant claims. The instant claims are found to be novel 
and non-obvious.
